The definite abandonment of

open-door policy in favor of that of 
spheres; of influence, which means the 
partition of China, has not yet been 
ivowed, but official acts and language 
»1! indicate such a decision. The an- 
nouncement in the, house of commons 
that Great Britain supported the Ital- 
ian claim for Chinese territory scarcely 
admits of any other Interpretation. 


The British determination to force 
n immediate issue with Russia does 
not, however, make war Inevitable, or 
even so probable as many believe. Rus- 
sia realizes her own unreadiness and 
the French paralysis is even more 
clearly denned than It was a year ago.. 


The chances are, therefore, that it 


will be the czar who will withdraw as 
soon as he is convinced that 
Lord 


Salisbury really means what .he says. 
It Is not unlikely, that a virtue will 
be made of necessity and that the 
Russian emperor will make a graceful 
concession as an- earnest of his pro- 
fessed love of. peace.
